Indians seize, lose Porcupine hall 


WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (UPI > - 
A band of Indians and whites seized 
a community hall Friday in the 
Oglala Soux hamlet of Porcupine 
near militant-occupied 
Wounded 
Knee, but ^ ?re driven out by hastily 
summoned federal officers. 
Stanley D. Lyman, the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs (BIA> superintendent 
of the Pine Ridge reservation, said 
Indian police, FBI agents and U.S. 
marshals repulsed about 70 persons 
who temporarily took over the 
building in the village 15 miles north 
of Wounded Knee. 


They took most of the group into 
custody 
for 
questioning, 
made 
helicopter sweeps of the reservation 
to round up others who “ headed into 
the hills,” and said they planned to 
expel all non-Oglalas among the 
group. 
Reports reaching Pine Ridge, the 
headquarters 
of 
the 
sprawling 
reservation, said there was no 
shooting, 
no 
injuries 
and 
no 
violence. 
BIA police ordered represen­ 
tatives of the National Council of 
Churches to leave the reservation 


“ immediately“ after Oglala Sioux 
tribal 
officials 
accused 
the 
churchmen of aiding and abetting 
militant Indians who have held 
Wounded Knee for 17 days. 
Negotiations to end the occupation 
of Wounded Knee, historic site 
where U.S. cavalrymen killed 200 to 
300 Indians in 1890, were held up by 
the absence of Assistant Attorney 
General Harlington Wood. 
Wood, the government's No. 1 
negotiator 
in 
the 
crisis, 
was 
conferring 
in 
Washington 
with 
Justice and Interior department 


officials. 
No further talks are 
scheduled before Saturday. 


About 10 BIA officers, headed by 
Sheriff Fred Two Bulls, swooped 
down on the Episcopal Church in

The Indian police served each of 
the NCC representatives with a 
summons to leave. The churchmen 
said they could not be thrown out of 
the church because it belongs to the

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Nixon nixes Gray's 
offer to Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPII — The administration has rescinded Acting FBI 
Director L. Patrick Gray’s offer to open the FBI's files on the Watergate 
case to all members of the Senate, congressional sources said Fridav 
A senator on the Select Committee charged with probing the Watergate 
episode said that he will not be permitted to view the files personally under 
the arrangement worked out with Attorney General Richard G. Kleiridienst. 
The order restricting access to the files apparently will also apply to most 
other senators including members of the Judiciary Committee considering 
Gray’s nomination as permanent director. 
Gray had offered every senator access to the voluminous Watergate files 
to prove the F B I’s investigation of the breakin and bugging of Democratic 
national headquarters was complete and free from White House 
interference. 
But the White House has expressed concern about safeguards on 
disclosures from the files and President Nixon said Thursday “ the sanctity 
of those files must be maintained.” 
He noted that the late J. Edgar Hoover always maintained a “ hard line“ 
in dealing with Congress on FBI files and said that Gray's offer should not 
set a precedent for the future. 
Senate sources said that Kleindienst outlined the administration's 
position at a meeting on capitol Hill with Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr D-N.C.. 
Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., R-Tenn., and two lawyers for the Select 
Communities that will investigate the Watergate case 
The restrictions on access to the files will not deny them to all members 
of the select committee headed bv Ervin, which wilfprobe alleged political 
espionage as well as the Watergate episode. 
Tornadoes, rain rip through South 


Torrential rains and tornados 
struck five Southern states Friday, 
flooding mountain towns, driving 
hundreds from their homes and 
sweeping at least two motorists to 
their deaths. 
The storms halted commerce and 
closed highways, some of them 
flooded and others buried under tons 
of mountain mud. 
Damage was expected to hit many 
millions of dollars, with roads 
heavily damaged and some towns 
under water, but officials declined 
to even guess how high it would go. 
The water was still rising in some 
areas late Friday night. 


Two motorists were killed in 
Tennessee. Injuries were reported 
from half a dozen tornadoes in 
Georgia. Heavy rains and tornadoes 
also plagued Alabama, Mississippi 
and North Carolina. 
Truck driver Henry Russell, 50, of 
Victoria, Tenn., was killed when his 
vehicle missed a bridge approach 
and was swept into raging waters, 
and a man identified only as Paul 
Clayton drowned in the front seat of 
his car when it hit water that 
covered a bridge near Sweetwater, 
Tenn. 
“ He just hit the water too fast and 
went off the road,” said Sweetwater 


Police Chief Glenn Carter. He said 
Clayton was found in his car, which 
was covered to its roof by water. 
An off-duty highway patrolman in 
Columbia, Tenn., heard screams for 
help and found a woman, two small 
girls, a baby and a dog clinging to 
the top of their car with water 
roaring about the doors. 
The 
patrolman, 
Sgt. 
Wayne 
Hartsfield, pulled them to safety one 
by one. 
The resort city of Gatlinburg, a 
picturesque mountain town built to 
resemble an Alpine village, had two 
feet of water on the streets and it 
swirled into the numerous motels 


and shops. 
Muddy water rushed into buildings 
at McMinnville, Tenn. and Jasper, 
Tenn., where Marion County Sheriff 
Ernest Haskew said “ you can drive 
a boat around the town square.” 
Ed Griffen, a Civil Defense 
official in McMinnville, said water 
washed into a number of homes, 
forcing residents into the flooded 
streets where rescue boats picked 
them up. 
“ The only thing showing at one 
house on the road is the roof,” he 
said. Houses in lower sections were 
completely recovered, he said. 


The 40-bed 
Lawrence County 
Hospital at Courtland, Ala., was 
evacuated because of the rising 
waters in that area and the patients 
were taken to a nearby school on 
high ground. AtParchman, Miss., 14 
state prison inmates took advantage 
of the black skies and driving rains 
to escape, but 12 were soon arrested 
as they sloshed through the prison’s 
inundated fields. 
“ It’s terrible. The streets are full 
of water,” said John Thomas, a 
spokesman for the Marion County 
sheriff’s department. 
Helicopters 
plucked 
stranded 


residents from the roofs of their 
homes in some areas, but motor 
boats were used in most cases. 
Six 
tornadoes 
struck 
small 
northwest Georgia towns, damaging 
homes and trailers, uprooting trees 
and flinging cars about. 
Several persons were injured 
seriously in Georgia. 
At Elijay, Ga., about 30 homes 
were seriously damaged but no 
injuries were reported. “ We were 
lucky about that. We just had people 
in

places to avoid 
injuries,” said a Civil Defense 
worker.

SAIGON (UPI) - For the third 
time since the cease-fire, the United 
States 
Friday 
halted 
troop 
withdrawals from South Vietnam 
and said the pullout would not 
resume until the Communists turned 
over the names and details of the 
next American prisoner release. 
At the same time, Americans and 
Communists warned each other 
about shipping new war materiel 
into South Vietnam. The South 
Vietnamese said there was more 
fighting in the south now than before 
the “ cease-fire” began Jan. 28.

About 6,800 American troops are 
still in South Vietnam, compared 
with 543,000 at the height of 
American 
involvement.

Carlin explained that the district 
buys alcohol in safety cans. He said 
he did not know why the alcohol was

containers. Questioned as to why the 
school did not employ bunsen 
burners with gas, as all science 
rooms are equipped with gas jets, he 
stated that the science curriculum 
was approved by the National 
Science Foundation which called for 
the alcohol burner because the 
bunsen burner burned too hot for the 
curriculum experiments. 


The student was attempting to fill 
an alcohol burner too close to one 
already lit when the alcohol ignited. 
Carlin said that junior high school 
officials were working on the 
accident report to submit to the

Hanoi chief rejects Nixon threats 


PARIS (UPI) — Xuan Thuy, Hanoi’s peace delegation 
chief, Friday rejected President Nixon’s recent hints 
that the United States might begin further military 
action if North Vietnam continues its infiltration of the 
south., 
“ Until now the facts have shown that threats have not 
resulted in anything positive,” Thuy told newsmen at Le 
Bourget airport. 
Thuy was at the airport to greet the Viet 
Cong’s new chief political delegate, Minister of State 
Nguyen Van Hieu, and say goodbye to Viet Cong Foreign 
Minister Nguyen Thi Binh. 


“ What is essential now is that all the parties correctly 
execute the clauses of the agreement in order to provide 
a reallv endurine peace in Vietnam,” he said. 
South Vietnamese Vice-Premier Nguyen Luu Vien 
arrived Friday for talks with the Viet Cong on South 
Vietnam’s political future. 
Vien will head the Saigon delegation at the talks, 
beginning Monday, which will seek agreement on 
preliminaries for elections. 
“ We are ready to reconcile ourselves with our 
National Liberation Front (NLF) brothers in order to 
settle the Vietnamese political problem

Regan, former singer and Hollywood actor, is charged 
with seeking to buy the vote of Frost in the Tyrolian Village 
rezoning case. Palm er reiterated under cross examination 
yesterday that Regan paid him $1,000 in cash Jan. 7 at 
Regan's home with promises of $5,000 more for himself and 
Frost and a public relations job if Frost voted for rezoning 
in the Goleta case.

The first week of the trial before Superior Court Judge 
Arden T. Jensen and a jury of seven men and five women 
ended Friday with these highlights: 
—Defense counsel Frank Crandall appeared to set the 
stage for a defense alleging “entrapment of his client by 
Palm er working with and under the instructions of the 
Sheriff's Department. " 


—Palm er under cross examination said Sheriff's officers 
not only had outfitted him with sophisticated recording 
equipment hidden under his clothes, but had instructed him 
what to elicit from Regan on Jan. 7 when Regan handed 
him $1,000 and promised more when Frost delivered his 
favorable vote. 


—Palm er declared officers told him to “ recapitulate the 
offers and understandings" with Regan as were made in 
conversations between the two at Regan’s Montecito home 
the day before. 
—Sneddon bolstered his case by calling to the stand. 
Sheriff John W. 
Carpenter and two of his detectives. 
Carpenter corroborated testimony of Palm er that he and 
Frost had sought the 
aid of the sheriff in the case. 
Carpenter said he immediately assigned officers to the 
case to work with him. 
—Sheriff’s Sgt. Jam es Regan (no relation) testified he 
had lurked in the bushes near the Regan home the afternoon 
of Jan. 7 recording conversations between Palm er and the 
defendant. He said he could hear Palm er’s voice plainly 
from Palm er's transm itter, but Regan’s voice was not 
clear. Sheriff’s Det. William Crook testified that he was 
sitting in a squad car near the Regan home at the same 
time also recording the conversations between Palm er and 
the defendant. Crook said he heard Palm er’s voice 
“counting the money," then Regan's voice saying “don't 
worry. I'm an old pro at this."

Two Yanks handle Borzov 


and U.S. women triumph, 


but Russia outspikes U. S. 


RICHMOND, Va. <UPI> - Robin Campbell, a 14-year 
old track superstar, ran the gun lap of the womens 
medley relay and scored a brilliant upset in the 880-yard 
run to give the U.S. women the edge they needed to win 
their division in the second annual US-USSR track and 
field meet Friday night. 
The powerful Russian men’s team avenged a loss in 
last year's meet by defeating the U.S. men 84-76 to give 
the Soviet squad an overall victory of 144-141 despite 
American triumphs by Herb Washington in the 60-yard 
dash and Fred Newhouse in the 600-yrd run. 
No world records were set in the meet which saw the 
distance races run slower than expected. Only Vladimir 
Pantaly of the Soviet team came close to expectations in 
the one mile run when he clocked 4:01.5 to win that 
event. 
Washington, of Michigan State, and Ivory Crockett of 
Southern Illinois, ran 1-2 in the men's sprint and both 
were timed in six seconds flat, a full second faster than 
the Russians’ Olympic gold medalist Valeriy Borzov . 
Photos revealed however, that Washington nipped 
Crockett at the tape by a half-foot. 
Miss Campbell, an eighth grade student from 
Washington, D.C., brought the 9,108 fans to their feet 
cheering madly as she beat two veteran Russian women 
— Tamara Kazachkova and Valentina Gerasimova—in 
the 880 with a time of 2:11.1. 
But the giggling youngster saved her best for last with 
the women’s division deadlocked, Miss Campbell ran the 
final lap of the medley relay, finishing some 40 yards 
ahead of her nearest competitor. She had taken the baton 
with only a ten yard lead and raced through 640-yard lap 


with ease, hoisting her baton above her head. 
George Frenn opened the ccompettiion in the afternoon 
with an easy triumph over Olympic gold medalist 
Anatoliy Bondarchuk with a 69-7 heave in the 35-pound 
weight throw George Woods continued what looked to be 
a U.S. victory trend when he scored an easy in the shot 
put with a toss of 68211. 
However, the strength of the Soviets’ lay in the 
distance races. Miler Pantalav was boosted by the 
second place finish of Viktor Semvashkin who finished 
far ahead of the U.S. runners, Duncan MacDonald and 
Howell Michael 


Yevgeniy 
Arzhanov, 
Olympic 
silver 
medalist, 
captured the 1.000-yard run for the Soviets with a time of 
2:06. just beating out Mark Winzenreid of Santa Barbara, 
Calif, and the Russians finished 1-2 in the threemile 
walk. 


The Russians also captured the men s high jump, but 
the winner was not the man expected to triumph. 
Vladimir Avbramov, not a member of the US S R. 
Olympic team last Summer, won with a leap of 7214 to 
beat out world record holder Pat Matzdorf of Wisconsin 
and Olympic champion Yuri Tarmak. who could manage 
only 6-11 this time. 


The Americans chances in the pole vault were hurt 
considerably by the absence of Steve Smith, the only 
man ever to clear 18 fort indoors. Yevgeniy Tananika 
won the event with a vault of only 16-11 while Vince 
Struble of Maryland finished second at 16-9. Smith was 
one of several U.S. stars who failed to appear.
